•xposures show ed the already 
chartered face of the moon. 
"The dark patches of the so­ 
called seas are clearly visible,” 
M ikhailov said "Som e of them 
extend to th e o th er side of the 
moon.” 


T he Riiatixn* m y I h e 
pictures w ere tranam ltted 
ta ea rth over distances up 
ta 290,000 m iles —- Just 
when w as not announced. 


Among t h e eight features 
nam ed is "th e Sea of Moscow." 
Tass said this sea Is a ISO- 
m ile-wide depression north of 
the lunar equator. 
It was described a« situated 


"betw een th e 20th and 10th 
parallels and the 140th and 
160th m eridians." 
A hay In the southern part 
of this sea has been called "the 
Bay of A stronauts.” 
T he nam e "Tsiolkovsky” was 
given to a rra te r "m ore than 
60 miles In d iam eter w ith a 
cen tral elevation clearly dis­ 
cernible In th e southern hem i­ 
sphere." 
C onstantin Tsiolkovsky was 
a Russian auth o rity on rockets 
and space travel In the early 
1100s. 
He died In 1136. 


T h o big c rate rs w e r e 
reported situated north of 


th* lunar equator '‘alm ost 
oil (he dividing line of the 
visihl* and invisible parte 
of the moon.”

At the time, the 614-pound, 
instru m en t - packed satellite 
w as from 37,281 to 41.418 miles 
from th e moon, Tass said.

described the Lunik as taking 
actual photographs, a g r e a t 
technological feat. It Is under­

an electronic scanning device 
to send back signals f r o m 
which a picture can be recon­ 
structed. 
Presum ably the control sys- 
tetm acted on instruction from 
a Soviet ground station.

Income Tax In Russia 


In his final speech to the American 
people, in which he aUeptod to “sell” 
his Communist way of life, Premier 
Khrushchev 
announced 
that 
Russia 
would soon abolish income taxes. 
H eres a sure way to the heart of 
Americans, who are burdened aa few 
people are by the income tax. 
But it 
doesn't mean much to the Russians. 
Under the Soviet system not much more 
than 7% of all state income comes from 
the income tax. 
Most government income comes from 
the sale of consumer goods. 
It comes 
in two ways. At each step in the turn­ 
over of consumer goods, from the time 
they leave the factory until they reach 
the ultimate purchaser, there is a tAx. 
On many items the sum total of these 
taxes adds up to a 190% boost in the 
actual cost of the items. 
In addition 


the government sets the prices of con­ 
sumer goods 
and 
it can make any 
profit it wants. 
The turnover taxes and the heavy 
price markups give the governments 
tremendous sources of income -sources 
it can manipulate at will while contend­ 
ing that the Soviet citizen is the most 
untaxed individual in the world. 
In ad­ 
dition these controls over consumer 
goods tend to keep down consumption. 
The government thus is more easily 
able to concentrate on its heavy indus­ 
try program. 
If the income tax were abolished to­ 
morrow it would he replaced by a rise 
in 
turnover taxes 
and or consumer 
prices to keep money flowing into gov­ 
ernment coffers. 
The taxpayers might 
feel relieved—hut he would pay out as 
much as ever—Milwaukee Journal
